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The lines are forming in the Senate on 
the question of the reduction of Army 
Officer strength. The Appropriations 
Committee is preparing to wrestle with 
the House Army and Navy Acts, keeping 
in mind the mandate of the Senate to 
make reductions. Luckily, in this situa- 
tion, Senator Reed, Chairman of the 
Military Committee, and Senator Hale, 
Chairman of the Naval Committee, are 
on the job. Both are determined to 
maintain the present personnel strength, 
and their views will have great weight 
with their colleagues.

The Ministers of the Gospel of the Na- 
tion and their congregations are begin- 
ning to ask why the House discriminated 
against the Chaplains in the McSwain 
elimination amendment adopted by the 
House. The Air Corps and Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department were ex- 
cluded from cut, but the Corps of Chap- 
lains was made subject to it. The value 
of every Chaplain is thoroughly appre- 
ciated by the Army as well as the Navy, 
and reduction of their number would 
have a serious effect upon morale.

We agree with 
the Congressman as to the worth-while 
character of these officers, but it is sub- 
mitted that all Medical officers likewise 
have had civilian experience, and are 
constantly having it. The Medical asso- 
ciation and the doctors throughout the 
Nation should act in a concerted manner 
to stop an attempt to cripple the health 
of the Armed forces, as well as the vet- 
erans, who are receiving Army medical 
treatment.

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Marine Officers Start 
Drive for Revised List 


A revision of the promotion list of the 
Marine Corps restoring to their original 
place 137 officers who were permanently 
appointed during the World War and la- 
ter displaced by temporary officers is to 
be asked of Congress. 

The group of officers who though per- 
manently appointed, were “pooled” with 
temporary officers and civilians when the 
Marine Corps strength was increased in 
1921 and placed at the bottom of the 
list, have protested repeatedly during the 
past ten years, claiming that the action 
of the Navy Department at that time 
was illegal as well as morally unjust, 
have sought redress without avail. Now, 
however, with legislation likely to be 
enacted within the next year or so 
changing the method of promotion in the 
Marine Corps, a renewed effort is to be 
made. 

Those concerned feel that the decision 
of the Navy Department in 1921, mis- 
interpreted and misapplied the Act of 
June 4, 1920, totally ignoring several 
prior acts and that if an opinion could 
be obtained from the Attorney General 
their rights would be established. The 
Navy Department, however, has several 
times refused to submit the matter to 
the Attorney General and failing this 
remedy, the decision will be sought from 
Congress. 

Legislation is now before Congress to 
afford relief to one officer in this group, 
Capt. Jacob M, Pierce, and the action of 
the Navy Department in his case is said 
to be an admission by the Department 
of its mistake in the whole matter. Right 
now, it is pointed out, would be an op- 
portune time for the necessary readjust- 
ments to be made, as practically all of 
the one hundred and thirty-seven officers 
and the officers who displaced them in 
their lineal positions are in the one 
grade of captain. A rearrangement of 


the officers now, therefore, would not 
cause any losses in rank, but would 
simply place all of these captains in 


their proper lineal order, it is declared. 

The 137 permanent officers who were 
placed below the temporary officers when 
the latter were given permanent com- 
missions in 1921 entered the Marine 
Corps from three sources. Some of them 
eame from the ranks, others from the 
Naval Academy and some from civil life. 
In general, they entered before or during 
the early part of the war. “Pooled” 
with them in 1921 and generally placed 
ahead of them on the list were civilians 
who had served with temporary appoint- 
ments during the war, but who had re- 
signed or been discharged after the Ar- 
mistice, unconfirmed probationary offi- 
cers, reserve officers, ex-enlisted men, 
and temporary officers still in the ser- 
vice. 

Part of the group, the Naval Academy 
class of 1919, were not even “pooled,” 
but were simply placed at the foot of 
the list. Moreover. when the others 
discriminated against had their perma- 
nent status taken away and were con- 
sidered with the temporary. officers for 
the new permanent appointments, the 
arrangement was made practically en- 
tirely on the basis of age, ignoring dates 
of entrance and promotion, as well as 
efficiency records. 
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Navy Department Seeks 
to Improve Supply Bill 


Further delay in tackling the Navy 
appropriation bill was looked for this 
week as the leaders in the Senate agreed 
upon a plan to take up the Army supply 
bill before the Navy measure. 


The Navy bill passed the House sev- 
eral weeks ago, and although it has been 
referred to the Senate committee on ap- 
propriations, has not yet been considered 
by that body. Because of the controver- 
sial officer cut contained in the Army 
bill, it is planned that the committee 
hold hearings on the latter before the 
naval bill is considered. 


Meanwhile, officials of the Navy De- 
partment are making efforts to eliminate 
some of the features of the bill written 
in by the House. Limitation upon the 
amount of money allowed for flying pay 
under the bill will required drastic cur- 
tailment of aviation training and flight 
orders and may mean even the denial of 
flight pay to all officers for part of next 
year, and it is planned to urge strongly 
to the Senate Committee that this be 
removed. 


The Navy Department would also de- 
sire to see some of the legislative restric- 
tions removed, such as those against the 
employment of retired and reserve offi- 
cers on active duty, limitations on the 
number of warrant officers and chief 
petty officers, curtailment of travel 
funds, elimination of the “secret fund” 
for Naval Intelligence, restriction upon 
the courses at the Navy Post-graduate 
School, reduction of fuel, reduction of 
funds for battleship modernization, pro- 
hibition against public transportation of 
private automobiles. 


The most serious cut, however, would 
be sustained by the Marine Corps, which 
under the bill will lose about 600 enlisted 
men and may not appoint any additional 
officers until June 1933. The enlisted re- 
duction appeared to be unintentional on 
the part of the House appropriation 
committee, which in the report on the 
bill stated that the present number of 
enlisted men was being retained, al- 
though slashing the funds for pay and 
allowances materially beyond that which 
result from a ban on officer appointments. 

To attempt to prevent the reduction, 
Major General Commandant Ben H. Ful- 
ler, and Brig. Gen. Hugh Matthews, 
Quartermaster General, and Brig. Gen. 
George Richards, Paymaster General of 
the Marine Corps, appeared Wednesday 
before the House sub-committee on Naval 
appropriations. In the present state of 
affairs, it is unlikely that the Senate will 
increase the total of the Navy bill, and 
if the House committee would admit that 
the Marine Corps enlisted cut was the 
result of a mistaken estimate on their 
part, the chances would be better. Al- 
though hearing the Marine generals, the 
committee gave no indication as to what 
they would do in the matter. 


In addition, Secretary Adams, it is 
understood, has written to Senator Hale 
protesting against the cut, and explain- 
ing that it is apparently unintended. 
Senator Hale as chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs will act as 
chairman ex officio of the sub-committee 
on naval appropriations. 
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Senator Reed to Fight 
Army Officer Reduction 


Lines are forming for a determined 
battle in the Senate against the 2,000 
Army officer cut voted by the House of 
Representatives. 


The fight will be led by Senator David 
A. Reed, of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, and ex-officio chairman of the sub- 
committee on War Department Appro- 
priations. 


“I’m certainly going to do my very 
best to eliminate the cut,” Senator Reed 
told the JourRNAL yesterday. 

“Just as soon as the tax bill is out of 
the way,” he continued, “we will get 
right after the Army bill.” Asked 
whether he thought the appropriations 
committee and the Senate would go 
along with him and eliminate the reduc- 
tion, Senator Reed said that “he was 
hopeful” that they would. 

At the present time, the Senate appro- 
priations committee is in continuous ses- 
sion on the Omnibus Economy Bill, and 
as soon as this is reported and the tax 
bill, now before the Senate, is passed, 
the Army bill will get full attention. 
The appropriations committee still has 
the Treasury-Post Office, Independent 
Offices, Legislative, District of Columbia 
and Navy supply bills before it, but has 
held hearings on all but the Army and 
Navy measures. 

Although the Navy bill was passed by 
the House some time ago, it is planned to 
consider the Army bill before the Navy, 
owing to the fact that it is more contro- 
versial and will take longer to get 
through. Hearings on the army measure 
should not take longer than a day or so, 
and with the Senate at present in session 
from 10 a .m. to7 p. m., once the Army 
bill is taken up it should go through 
without much delay. 

The Senate sub-committee which will 
handle the War Department appropria- 
tion bill is composed, in addition to Sen- 
ator Reed as chairman, of Senators 
Jones, of Washington ; Bingham, of Con- 
necticut; Stiewer, of Oregon; Nye, of 
North Dakota; Norbeck, of Seuth Da- 
kota; Dale, of Vermont; Kendrick, of 
Wyoming; McKellar, of Tennessee; 
Copeland, of New York; Glass, of Vir. 
ginia; Hayden, of Arizona; Cohen, of 
Georgia; Cutting, of New Mexico, and 
Fletcher, of Florida. 

The decision of this committee on the 
officer-cut will be of utmost importance. 
With a favorable committee report Sen- 
ator Reed will be in a splendid position 
to secure Senatorial approval of the re- 
storation of the officers. Without it, he 
will lead his forces in a genuine battle 
on behalf of the Army. 

When the members of Congress begin 
to realize that they will make a forgot- 
ten serap of paper out of the National 
Defense Act by enacting the destructive 
House bill it is generally believed there 
will be a change of heart. By voting for 
the Reserves, Reserve Officers Training 
Corps and the Citizens Military Training 
Camps they showed their belief in this 
country’s scheme of protection, but nulli- 
fied it by cutting down the basis for 
instructing the civilian Army 

The proposed 2,000 olleer: reduction, 
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Newspaper Editors Call Upon Senate To Prevent 2,000 Army Officer Cut 


Sharply condemning the action of the House in reducing the strength of the 
Army by 2,000 officers, American editors call upon the Senate to prevent this blow 
to national defense. Economy in government must be sought in other ways than 
by taking chances with our security, the editorials declare, for trained officers are 
the framework upon which our whole system of defense rests. 





“In the name of economy pressure is exerted on Congress not only to reduce 
the pay of army officers but to reduce the number of officers in the regular army 
by 2,000,” the Portland Oregonian states. “The movement is supported by all un- 
American and anti-American organizations, pacifists joining communists in the 
effort to cripple the army. Their object is to make the way easy for overthrow 
of the government by force.” 





“The United States Senate should not hesitate to undo the work of the House 
of Representatives in passing the bill reducing by two thousand the number of 
United States army officers,” declares the Amsterdam, N. Y., Recorder. “General 
MacArthur's warning should be heeded. In the final analysis our whole defensive 
system rests upon the efficient performance of an able corps of regular officers. 
Without a sufficient number, our regular army would be impotent, through its own 
unaided efforts, to defend this nation against powerful and sustained attack, and 
if our guess is correct the American people as a whole do not wish any such 
condition to obtain.” 





“This measure, which has been sponsored by Representative Collins, of Missis- 
sippi,” comments the Philadelphia Public Ledger, “is a pernicious piece of false 
economy. Its purpose is pacifistic. Mr. Collins for years has had it ‘in’ for the 
army. The savings effected would be negligible. 

“An efficient force of highly trained officers would be the first essential in case 
of a national emergency. Such a force cannot be improvised. Its existence might 
mean the difference between victory and defeat. 

“This constant bearing down on the defense forces of the Nation has already 
gone much too far. It is time to check it before it reaches the point of inviting 
disaster. Those Representatives and Senators who have the best interests of the 
country at heart should have no hesitancy about voting this intolerable provision 
out of the War Department Appropriation Bill at the first opportunity.” 





“No more gratifying news has come in weeks from Capitol Hill—the region 
which nowadays is not producing much in the way of good cheer for the country— 
than yesterday’s action of the House of Representatives on the War Department 
appropriations,” states the Washington Star. “In three successive majority votes 
it eliminated $5,794,165 of projected ‘economies’ in the United States Army, restor- 


ing, respectively the appropriations for fourteen-day training of Organized Reserves, 
with pay; for Reserve officers’ training for another year and for maintenance of 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps for the coming twelvemonth. * * * 

“It is regrettable that the House did not take an equally firm stand aganist 
the committee proposal to reduce Army officer personnl from 12,000 to 10,000, 
Perhaps the maintenance of the officers’ corps may yet be obtained with the Senate's 
aid.” 





“The proposition to drop 2,000 officers from the United States Army, which 
passed the House after Representative Wood, of Indiana, reported that President 
Hoover ‘hoped and desired’ that the War Department Appropriations bill, reduced 
$24,380,310 under the budget estimates, would be passed by Congress, should be 
blocked in the Senate,” maintains the Brooklyn Citizen. 

“The United States Army is by far the smallest of that of any other great 
power, and should not be weakened. Its officers are trained efficiently, at consider- 
able time and expense, and they are among the ablest of American citizens. They 
are necessary to the morale of the Army and to its efficiency as an instrument of 
defense for the country. To drop 2,000 of them, including officers of all ranks 
from major-generals to lieutenants, would well-nigh wreck the Army. They cannot 
be spared.” 





“If an emergency should come,” the Milwaukee Journal states, “men could be 
enlisted and trained, but their training would have to await the production of 
officers. We found that out in the last war. The creation of an officers’ corps is 
the beginning of building an army. * * * 

“Now let’s look at the bill to see what might be done. Out of a total of $386,- 
983,452, the sum of $105,444,000 is not for the army at all but is for non-military 
work. It is the old pork barrel—rivers, harbors, flood relief, etc., ete. * * * If 
we have to suspend some activities let us at least do it in connection with those 
that do not endanger the country as a whole.” 





“The United States does not want a great standing army,” comments the 
Sterling, Colorado, Advocate, “but it does imperatively need a sufficient number of 
trained officers to form the skeleton of a great army in an emergency. Present 
economy in dollars may be reckoned in extravagance of human lives if the nation 
again soon is faced with the necessity of war.” 





“The proposal would weaken our already inadequate national defense,” com- 
ments the South Bend, Indiana, Tribune. “A decrease in the number of army 
officers would be ridiculous and dangerous because this large nation now has only 
12,000 army officers.” 





New Coast Guard Commandant 


Capt. Harry G. Hamlet, U. 8S. Coast 
Guard, has been nominated by the Presi- 








dent for the office of Commandant of the 
United States Coast Guard. 

Captain Hamlet was born at Eastport, 
Maine, Aug. 27, 1874, being the son of 
Capt. Oscar C. Hamlet of the former 
Revenue Cutter Service (now Coast 
Guard). 

He was graduated from the Dorches- 
ter, Mass., High School, and appointed 
a cadet from the State of Massachusetts 
on April 12, 1894, receiving his early 
Service training and instruction on the 
practice ship Chase. He graduated high 
in his class and was commissioned an 
ensign on April 27, 1896, his first assign- 
ment being aboard the historic cutter 
Bear. He was attached to that vessel 
on her Relief Expedition to the Arctic 
in 1897-98. This Expedition was success- 
ful in rescuing the crews of four whal- 
ing vessels, and the event has gone down 
in history as one of the most arduous 
and perilous rescue expeditions to the 
Far North. 

In 1900, he was assigned to the Naval 
War College at Newport, R. IL. for the 
War College Course, being one of the 
first officers of the Coast Guard to be 
ussigned to this institution. In 1901, he 
returned to the Coast Guard Cutter Bear 
nnd from then until the entrance of the 
United States into the World War, he 
served with credit aboard units of the 
Service on both the Hast and West 
Coasts, Alaskan and Arctic waters. 

When the United States entered the 
World War, he was assigned to the 
Third Naval District, and organized the 
various activities and the training of 
personnel at Naval Section Bases 6 and 
) subsequently joining in October, 1918, 
the United States Naval Forces at Brest, 
France, assuming command of the U.S.S. 
Marietta. While in command of this 
vessel, he rescued on the morning of 
April 28, 1919, off the coast of France, 
the crew of two officers and 45 men from 
the U.S.S. James, which was sinking in 
a heavy gale. With high seas threaten- 
ing to crash the two vessels together, he 
skilfully and courageously maneuvered 
his ship along the James and was instru- 
mental in saving all on board. In recog- 
nition of his gallant conduct upon this 
occasion, the Secretary of the Treasury 
awarded him the Congressional Gold 
Life-Saving Medal of Honot, and he was 
the recipient of a Special Commendation

from the Secretary of the Navy entitling 
him to wear the Silver Star upon his 
service ribbon. 

In September, 1919, he reported to 
Coast Guard Headquarters, Washington, 
D. C., and was assigned as Personnel 
Officer and in charge of Ship Operations, 
serving in such capacity until his detach- 
ment in May, 1922. He then assumed 
command of the Coast Guard Cutter 
Mojave at Honolulu, and took that ves- 
sel on her cruise to the Orient and 
Philippines. 

When Congress in 1924 made provision 
for the acquisition of additional vessels 
for the Coast Guard, he was ordered to 
the Philadelphia Navy Yard and super- 
intended the reconditioning, outfitting 
and commissioning of the 20 destroyers 
turned over to the Coast Guard from the 
Navy, and trained the crews to go aboard 
these craft. The Commandant com- 
mended him for his exceptional meritori- 
ous and efficient service in discharging 
this task, involving an expenditure of 
over $2,400.00 in repair funds. When

Navy Staff Corps 


The proposed Navy Staff Corps per- 
sonnel bill has been turned down by the 
Bureau of the Budget as “not in keeping 
with the financial program of the Presi- 
dent” and will not be sent to Congress 
at this time. 

Another legislative proposal, however, 
designed to allow Staff Corps lieutenants 
who are 45 years or more of age or who 
have 20 years or more of service, and 
who fail professionally for promotion to 
retire or to revert to warrant status, 
was approved by the Bureau of the 
Budget and will be sent to Congress with 
the request that it be enacted as a rider 
to the appropriation bill now before the 
Senate. 

Drafted finally this winter after sev- 
eral years of discussion in which the 
various Staff Corps never could seem to 
come to an-agreement, disapproval of 
the personnel bill by the “Bidget dashes 
the hopes of many officers who had be- 
come optimistic over the prospects of 
relief from the stagnant situation now 
facing the Staff. The bill provides a 
redistribution of officers in various 








Motorized Light Field Artillery 














‘One of the units of the Motorized Light Field Artillery battery, which recently was 
assembled at Aberdeen Proving Ground and the Holabird Quartermaster Depot, at Bal- 
timore. This battery was exhibited in Washington recently while enroute to Ft. Bragg, 
N. C., where it will undergo extended field tests by the Field Artillery Board. Standard 
commercial products are utilized in assembling this type battery. 


Under the direction of Maj. Gen. H. C. Bishop, chief of Field Artillery, this de- 
velopment has been pushed with vigor. Each gun towing truck not only tows its gun, 
but transports the cannoneers therefor, their personal equipment and part of the ammuni- 
tion, usually carried in the limber and caisson of a horse-drawn gun. The men, indivdiually 
mounted in a horsed battery, are carried in station wagons, which will also be utilized for 
reconnaissance and communication duty. The battery house-keeping personnel and ra- 
tions, supplies, extra ammunition, etc., are carried in trucks identical with the gun towing 
trucks, 

‘Removable shoe-tracks are provided for all trucks for use in heavy going.. 


The wooden wheel running gear of the standard light field gun prohibits travel 
faster than 10 miles per hour. This defect has been remedied by substituting com- 
mercial pneumatic tired truck wheels for the wooden wheels. Inasmuch as the gun 
cannot be fired satisfactorily while resting on rubber tired wheels, it becomes necessary 
to supply a solid firing base, which was accomplished by a solid tired wheel segment 
pivoted on the axle. This segment is latched up from ground contact during travel and 
dropped to the ground when the gun is to be fired. These running gear alterations of the 
gun are comparatively simple and inexpensive.

grades, increasing the number of cap- 
tains and commanders and would estab- 
lish enforced elimination of officers not 
selected for promotion. Selected captains 
would be promoted to rear admiral upon 
retirement under the bill. 


Although disapproved at this time, of- 
ficials of the Department are hopeful 
that by the next session and certainly 
by the next Congress, conditions will be 
more favorable and the measure can be 
recommended to Congress. 

The proposal, allowing Staff lieuten- 
ants to retire upon failure upon promo- 
tion examinations, which will be sent to 
Congress this week, is similar to the pro- 
vision affecting line officers in Section 5 
of the Britten Bill, as passed by the 
last Congress. The proviso states: “All 
lieutenants who are forty-five years of 
age, or who have completed 20 or more 
years of service, counting all service for 
which they would be entitled to credit 
for voluntary retirement, and who un- 
dergo the required examination for pro- 
motion to lieutenant commander and are 
found not professionally qualified shall 
be transferred to the retired list of the 
Navy : Provided, That if such lieutenants 
were permanently appointed as ensign or 
above in the permanent line of the Navy 
while holding permanent warrant or 
permanent commissioned warrant rank 
in the Navy they shall have the option 
of reverting to such permanent warrant 
or permanent commissioned warrant 
status in the lineal position to which 
their seniority would have entitled them 
had their service subsequent to such ap- 
pointment been rendered in the status to 
which they revert.” 

It is further provided that officers re- 
tired should be entitled to retired pay at 
the rate of 214 per cent of their active

The following radiogram has been re- 
ceived in the office of the Chief of 
Cavalry from the Commandant, The 
Cavalry School, Ft. Riley, Kans. : 

“Report completion on May seven- 
teenth of one hundred mile forced march 
full field equipment. Entire Academic 
Division including noncommissioned of- 
ficers class and National Guard and Re- 
serve Officers class second cavalry, 
thirteenth cavalry, battery D eighteenth 
field artillery, and medical and veteri- 
nary detachment. Total six hundred 
seventeen officers and men and six hun- 
dred eight-three animals participated. 
Casualties among personnel none. Casual- 
ties among animals two thrown out for 
partial exhaustion and five for slight 
lameness. ‘Total time twenty-three hours 
and thirty minutes for marching of one 
hundred miles. Entire command par- 
ticipated the next morning in extended 
field maneuvers. Condition of all at end 
excellent.” 

“As a culmination of training,” Maj. 
Guy V. Henry, chief of Cavalry, said in 
announcing the radiogram, “the Cavalry 
School holds at the end of each 
academic year extensive maneuvers, par- 
ticipated in by all of the faculty and 
students of the school proper and all 
troops stationed at Ft. Riley. A phase 
of the maneuvers this year required the 
command to make a forced march of 100 
miles and then after a short rest the 
participation in an extended maneuver 
requiring an attack on a_ represented 
enemy. 

“The march referred to in the radio- 
gram of the Commandant. The Cavalry 
School, was the final school exercise. The 
troops carried full field equipment, in- 
cluding for the Cavalry .50-caliber and 
.30-caliber machine guns and one-pounder 
cannons in pack, and for the Field Artil- 
lery the noted French 75-mm. guns in 
draft. 

“There is no known record of a com- 
mand as large as the one mentioned mak- 
ing a march of this length in such a 
short elapsed time and with practically 
no casualties in men or animals. One of 
the remarkable features was the trans- 
portation of Cavalry machine guns and 
one-pounder cannon in pack over such 
a great distance and in such a short 
elapsed time. 

“Mobility, combined with heavy fire- 
power, is one of the decisive factors in 
war. The United States Cavalry pos- 
sesses this to a high degree, and marches 
such as the one just accomplished by the 
Cavalry School are of the utmost value 
in the training of the officers and men 
of the Regular Army, National Guard 
and Organized Reserves—all of whom 
participated in the march in question.”

Granted Higher Pay Period 


Officers of the Marine Corps who were 
first commissioned as temporary second 
lieutenants under the act of May 22, 
1917 and permanently appointed above 
that rank after the war are entitled to 
the benefit of the provision of the 1922 
Pay Act placing officers first appointed 
in a grade above that of second lieuten- 
ant, in a higher pay period, the United 
States Court of Claims decides. 

In a case brought by Capt. Frank R. 
Armstead, USMC, it was contended by 
the Government that as the plaintiff 
was first appointed as a second lieu- 
tenant, he was not entitled to the higher 
pay provided when first appointed above 
that rank, citing the case of Webb v. 
U. 8S. in which officers originally given 
provisional appointments in the Regular 
Army were denied the higher pay. The 
court ruled, however, that although a 
provisional appointment was considered 
a “first appointment in the permanent 
service,” the permanent appointment af- 
ter the war rather than the original 
appointment in 1917 should control in 
the present case. 

The decision will act as a precedent 
for a number of similar claims in the 
Marine Corps. Officers of the Army are 
studying the decision to determine 
whether a case may be made out for 
certain groups of war-time officers. In 
many cases, however, it is said, the 
Statute of Limitations will have run to 
bar the claim. 





Allow Transportation Claim 


An officer “ordered to his home to 
await orders for retirement” is making 
a permanent change of station and is 
entitled to transportation for depen- 
dents, the United States Court of Claims 
has decided. 

In the case of Henry v. U. S., just 
handed down by the court, the plaintiff, 
Lt. Comdr. Walter O. Henry, USN, ret., 
was awarded judgment for the cost of 
commercial transportation of his de- 
pendents when he was ordered from the 
San Diego Naval Hospital to his home 
in Annapolis to await orders for retire- 
ment. The Comptroller General denied 
his claim and has refused to allow sim- 
ilar claims of personnel of the services, 
despite the decision of the Court of 
Claims in Bullard v. U. S. some years 
ago. The Bullard case held that an of- 
ficer ordered home for retirement from 
a foreign station was making a perma- 
nent change of station and entitled to 
transportation for dependents. The pres- 
ent case extends the rule of the Bullard 
case to all cases of officers ordered home 
upon retirement, it would appear. 

The Navy Department, it is under- 
stood, will ask the Comptroller General 
for a ruling to the effect that payment 
of transportation of dependents may be 
granted in the facts covered by the case. 
Whether that official, however, will rec- 
ognize the Court of Claims’ decision and 
permit such alowances, however, is 
somewhat doubtful. 





Army Radio Stations Aid 


Adm. William V. Pratt, USN, Chief of 
Naval Operations, has issued the follow- 
ing statement : 

“During the period when the progress 
of the USS Akron over Texas was im- 
peded by severe thunder storms, the 
Army radio stations in Texas and the 
Airways Division of the Department of 
Commerce through their teletype system 
and radio stations rendered invaluable 
assistance to the Akron in furnishing 
weather and other information.”

Curriculum 


Regarding the curriculum, the Board 
suggests that the new schedules are sat- 
isfactory and lean as far toward the gen- 
eral courses as are necessary at this 
time. It feels that the substance of the 
proposed courses in government and 
economics should be planned with great 
eare, the economics to be taught very 
much from the practical as opposed to 
the theoretical standpoint, and the gov- 
ernment on the contrary to be taught 
from the theoretical or philosophical 
standpoint, contrasting the form of 
American Government with other both 
older and modern forms of government. 
In brief, the Board held that the pro- 
posed changes in the curriculum, with 
the greater time devoted to general sub- 
jects, are sound, go as far as is now 
necessary, and that the details of the 
courses should be worked out with ex- 
treme care to meet the needs of prospec- 
tive naval officers. Regarding the pro- 
posal in the House naval appropriation 
bill to drop seven civilian instructors 
this year and eight the next, the Board 
asserts that there should be a combina- 
tion of officer and civilian instructors 
maintained and that the relative num- 
bers now existing represents a fair bal- 
ance between them. The Board urges 
a three year detail for officer instructors, 
and recommends that suitable retirement 
provision be made for the civilian in- 
structor personnel. The Board specifi- 
cally speaks of the “apparent fine char- 
acter and competence of the teachers— 
officers and civilians. It recommends 
that additional space be made available 
for stack rooms for the Library and that 
proper museum facilities be provided. 
As to professional education, the Board 
finds that generous appropriations by 
Congress, supplemented by ingenious and 
cheap conversion of discarded material, 
have provided the professional depart- 
ments with adequate equipment, which, 
however will require modest annual re- 
placement and additions. The methods 
of instruction appeal to the Board as 
sound and practical, and productive of 
a scientific habit of: thought which will 
be beneficial in the development of pro- 
fesional knowledge and usefulness. With 
no disparagement to other fine institu- 
tions, the Board feels it can properly 
express the belief that the Naval Acad- 
emy is unsurpassed in the curriculum as 
it is being developed, the ability and 
competency of its teaching personnel, 
and the equipment which is available 
for practical demonstration. Regarding 
the Postgraduate school, the Board 
stated : 


Post Graduate School 

“It is the opinion of the Board that a 
distinct service to naval efficiency is 
being rendered by the postgraduate 
courses. The developments which con- 
stantly are occurring in the naval pro- 
fession and the sciences which it em- 
ploys, as well as the necessity of pre- 
paration for handling the numerous and 
complex problems arising out of the 
protection and promotion of American 
interests, justify the higher education 
which these courses provide. The Board 
found that since the establishment in 
1909 of the school devoted to these 
courses there has been a steady growth 
in attendance, based upon applications 
received from the officers themselves. 
This gratifying evidence of ambition on 
the part of officers to make themselves 
better fitted to discharge their duties is 
regarded by the Board as worthy of en-

couragement, and it looks with favor 


upon the policy now being pursued, 
which provide for a first year of general 
postgraduate instruction, followed in the 
cases of those showing special aptitude, 
as based upon that course and their pre- 
vious records, with postgraduate instruc. 
tion at qualified universities and col- 
leges. It is recognized that special at- 
tention must continue to be given to 
technical postgraduate instruction, with 
the opportunities afforded to the gradu- 
ates to attend, as at present, the private 
institutions which provide the advanced 
education desired. Moreover, the advan- 
tages offered by the General School of 
the Line in both the professional and 
cultural fields appeal to the Board as 
enabling the acquisition of that knowl- 
edge which is essential for the proper 
discharge of the duties incumbent upon 
those holding naval commissions. In 
view of the larger classes to be organ- 
ized it is realized that the quarters avail- 
able at the Naval Academy will be in- 
adequate for the instruction and accom- 
modation of the students, and it is rec- 
ommended, therefore, that there be con- 
ducted by the Navy Department an in- 
vestigation in search of methods and 
provision under which this phase of the 
Navy’s adopted instructional system for 
officers may be fully carried out.” 


The Board urged that all of the pres- 
ent graduating class be commissioned, 
and that the present law providing for 
three appointments per Senator and 
Representative be given further consid- 
eration. In conclusion, the Board highly 
commended the administrative efficiency 


_ and the discipline existing at the Acad- 


emy and the policies in force, emphasized 
its admiration for the high character of 
the personnel, both administrative and 
teaching, and referring to Rear Admiral 
Thomas C. Hart, Superintendent, said: 
“His ability as an administrator, capac- 
ity for producing close cooperation in op- 
eration, and his human attitude towards 
the problems of youth that arise, make 
him peculiarly qualified to discharge the 
important duties entrusted to him.” The 
Board further expressed its appreciation 
of the helpful assistance rendered by 
Comdr. William D. Chandler, jr., who 
served as Secretary of the Board, and 
Lt. Comdr. Thomas L. Gatch, who served 
as Assistant Secretary. 





Trans-oceanic Flyers’ Convention 


Capt. H. C. Richardson, Con. CO, USN, 
ret., Lt. Comdr. Philip V. Weems, USN, 
of the Hydrographic Office, Navy De- 
partment, and Lt. Comdr. Elmer F. 
Stone, U.S. Coast Guard, will attend the 
first international convention of trans- 
oceanic flyers meeting in Rome, Italy, 
tomorrow. Captain Richardson was 
pilot of the NC-3 and Lieutenant Com 
mander Stone was a member of the 
crew of the NC-4 during the first trans- 
Atlantic flight in 1919. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Weems, a navigation expert, as- 
sisted in instructing some of the trans- 
oceanic pilots. 

This meeting will be attended by avi- 
ators from the several nations which 
have been engaged in  trans-oceanic 
flights. Since the successful flight of 
the NC-4, about one hundred aviators, 
including the twenty-two pilots of the 
Italian squadron commanded by Gen- 
eral Italo Balbo, have flown across the 
ocean.

PACIFISTS AND LEAGUE OF NATIONS advocates are pointing to the with- 
drawal of Japanese troops from Shanghai as proof of the power for peace which 
exists in the application of world opinion by the Geneva organization. The single 
flaw in the weapon of peace they find in the abstention of the United States from 
membership in the League. Aside from the complete cooperation of the United 
States and Geneva, it is worth while to recall American attention to the terrible 
destruction of life and property which resulted from Japanese operations at 
Shanghai, and the extension of Japanese control over the rich Chinese province of 
Manchuria in spite of the objection of the League. The spectacle continues to be 
presented of a vast and populous country, which enjoys the sympathy of the world, 
becoming the easy prey of a powerful government. The question which has been 
asked in the past demands to be put to every American: “Shall the United States 
allow itself to fall into the position of China?’ : 

Ostensibly in the name of economy, this is precisely what is happening to our 
land. The American Navy is slipping to third and fourth place in sea power, and 
the commissioned strength of the Army, already insignificant when compared with 
the armies of great nations, is to be reduced, if the House action prevail, by 20 
per cent. In other words, a country far richer than China, hated with the hatred 
a debtor usually bears toward a creditor, envied because of the superiority of its 
resources, feared because of its potential power and possibilities of expansion—this 
country is being deprived by a combination of pacifism and stinginess from that 
protection which its interests require. The first real assault wpon National Defense 
was successful in the House in connection with the cut in Army officer strength. 
It met with apparent failure in the matter of reserve and citizens training, appar- 
ent because after all unless there be officers able to conduct and direct the training 
the results will be negligible. It is clear, therefore, that unless the Senate reso- 
lutely refuse to accept the House decision, the basic system of national defense 
will suffer a body blow of serious consequence to its effectiveness. Moreover, if 
this be done, it will be an easy matter to delay provision for naval construction 
and encourage the movement to cut the sea personnel. 





AMERICANS SHOULD AWAKEN to the peril that confronts them. Even the 
most ardent of disarmament advocates have little expectation that there will be any 
substantial prohibitions or limitations at Geneva. International intrigue and national 
interest and national jealousy are the unescalable glaciers in the way of results. The 
quarter of a billion dollars, payment of which to the United States was deferred by the 
Hoover moratorium, were far exceeded in armament expenditures during the mora- 
torium by the countries benefiting from it. While Europe and Japan are devoting 
especial attention to their Navies and maintaining their Armies, our Congress is 
depleting the national strength, saving for today and making no prudent invest- 
ment for tomorrow. “Their’s not to reason why, their’s but to do and die,” we 
warn the country, will be the fate of those poor untrained boys who at any time 
may be called upon to take their place in the battle line. History eventually will 
place the blame, and it will place it upon the leaders in the two Houses who, in 
the face of world-wide unrest, have moved deliberately to reduce Army and Navy 
expenditures below the danger point, and have done so because other appropria- 
tions, of the pork variety, were more valuable for the promotion of their petty 
political ambitions. 





IT SEEMS TO BE A FOREGONE conclusion that before adjournment Congress 
will enact the proposal creating a Public Works Administration and providing for 
the rotation of officers of the Engineer Corps with the new Agency. We understand 
the so-called economy bill, which is now being drafted, will include a provision to 
this end. In view of this prospect, we urge the Appropriations Committee pre- 
paring the bill to give consideration to the advisability of placing the Administra- 
tion in charge of the Engineer Corps. Such action would be justified by the 
record of the Corps in the matter of honesty and integrity, the promptness with 
which it completes public works, and the confidence the country has in its careful 
handling of public moneys. There would be no politics and no graft if the Corps 
be given charge of the new Agency. 





A MOVEMENT IS UNDER WAY, doubtless well paid, to destroy the Post 
Exchange and Commissary Stores and the Ship’s Store, which have rendered and 
are rendering invaluable service to the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps. 
The first step in this direction was taken by a clerk, who, acting under the direc- 
tion of Representative Shannon, of Missouri, testified before the House Rules 
Committee that he had bought everything from underwear and straw hats to 
leather shoes at the Post Exchanges at Bolling Field and Walter Reed hospital. 
Mr. Shannon further submitted to the committee, as purchases made at the ex- 
changes, exhibits of pink pajamas, extracts to make alcohol taste like rye, rum, 
scotch and gin and a bright yellow necktie. Mr. Shannon also testified that the 
exchange at Ft. Leavenworth, Kansas. had wrecked merchants in that city by 
cutting prices and advertising merchandise by means of franked envelopes. Repre- 
sentative Horr, of Washington, alleged that private business at Bremerton had been 
destroyed by the ship's store in the navy yard at that point. It is possible, of 
course, by misrepresentation for civilians to make purchases in military and naval 
sales establishments, but the fact remains that such establishments perform a 
highly useful function for the Services in time of peace, and in time of war are 
invaluable. Back of the activities of Messrs. Shannon and Horr we discern a 
nigger in the woodnvile, and that nigger is made up of interests which want to 
exploit the forces of National Defense. A committee to investigate all matters of 
possible competition between the Government and private business has been ordered 
by the House. We only ask that Committee to get the facts, and if they do and are 
unbiased in their judgment, the Post Exchange, the Commissary Store and the 
Ship Store will not be, disturbed.

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Navy Officers to University of California—<Assignment of thirty junior officers of 
the Navy to undergo instruction at the University of California next year caused 
a flurry in congressional circles this week, a number of interested congressmen 
jumping to the conclusion that the Navy was breaking faith with the agreement 
made with thé House naval committee a few months ago. 

Officials of the Navy Department, however, in response to inquiries, hastened 
to explain that the assignment of so many officers to one civilian college was in no 
sense “an opening wedge” to the creation of a West Coast Navy postgraduate 
— which project had been disapproved by a 19 to 1 vote of the House naval 
committee. 

The order sending thirty officers to the California school for instruction (there 
are but six there at present) was in pursuance of a policy laid down by the Chief 
of the Bureau of Engineering to the effect that Navy engineers given civilian post- 
graduate instruction should be sent to one school as far as is possible. The Univer- 
sity of California was selected for this purpose. 

It was explained that the officers who will go to the West Coast for instruc- 
tion next year are third year postgraduate students, officers who have completed 
the course given at the Annapolis P. G. School. The propsal of the Bureau of 
Navigation for establishment of a branch postgraduate school at the University 
of California intended a course comparable to the course now given at Annapolis, 
General Line and less advanced engineering instruction. This plan was abandoned 
when the naval committee, after extended hearings, adopted a resolution stating 
that it was the sense of the committee that the Navy should not establish a branch 
postgraduate school without specific approval of Congress. Secretary Adams agreed 
to abide by their wishes. 

The names of the officers who will to the University of California next year 
appear in “Navy Orders” on page 922 of this issue under the date of May 23, 1932. 


Nepotism and National Defense—When the House of Representatives on May 20 
adopted Representative Warren's “Anti-Nepotism” resolution throwing the April 
pay-roll of the legislative body open to public inspection, it was revealed that many 
of those who voted against the interests of National Defense on the plea of 
economic necessity are at the same time carrying on the pay-roll of the Federal 
government employes with identical family names as their own. Representative 
Collins, of Miss.,, sponsor of the cuts, was discovered to be carrying on the govern- 
ment pay-roll an A. G. Collins at $158.33 for the month of April. The pay-roll 
does not show the relationships of the employes to the Congressman, so the only 
recourse the reporters have is to show the family names.

Bill Still in Balance—The Senate appropriations committee was still con- 
sidering the Economy Bili behind closed doors as this paper went to press, with 
final decision as to the pay-freezing provision and pay cut not yet known. 

As passed by the House, the bill containa not only an 11 per cent pay reduc- 
tion (with an exemption of the first $2,500 of annual income), but also a pro- 
vision banning any increases of compensation during 1933, a pay slash which hits 
the uniformed services practically exclusively. Whether the Senate committee will 
favor both of these proposals is a source of much apprehension. 

With the committee meeting in executive session, little has leaked out as to 
aoe they are considering, although it is said that the President’s furlough plan 

been discussed. Adoption of the Army-Navy merger, and abolition of the 
orate oak transports is being urged, according to reports. 








Fleet Employment Schedule— ‘The Navy Department yesterday announced the 
following changes in the Fleet Employment Schedule for the period July 1 to Oct. 
1, 19382: 

The Scouting Force will operate in the San Pedro-San Diego area throughout 
the first quarter of the fiscal year 1983. Cruisers and destroyers of the Scouting 
Force will not go to the Puget Sound Area. 

Four vessels now being overhauled at East Coast yards will join the Scouting 
Force on the West Coast upon the completion of their overhaul. These ships are; 
Marblehead, at the Boston Navy Yard; Chester, at the New York Yard; Dobbin, 
at the Philadelphia Yard, and the Tattnell, at the Boston Yard. 

- Three destroyers of the Training Squadron, the Hamilton, Claxton, Fairfax 
and the Manly, of the Destroyer Squadron, Scouting Force, will remain on the 
West Coast during this period. 

Six destroyers of the Scouting Force, the Taylor, Tillman, Rewben James, 
Goff, Bainbridge, and Babbitt, will operate om the Kast Coast. The Reuben James 
will report to the Naval Academy, for the midshipmen cruises. The Babbitt will 
continue her present work at Newport, R. I. 

The aircraft carrier, Lexington, will report to the Command of the Scouting 
Force on July 1 for duty as flagship, Commander Aircraft Scouting Force, and 
will remain on the West Coast until Oct. 1. 

Destroyer Division 8—USS Dickerson, Leary, Schenck, and Herbert—will 
proceed to the Norfolk Navy Yard, arriving Aug. 20 and will report to Commander 
Rotating Reserve Squadron 19. 

The prolongation of the Scouting Force's stay on the West Coast will not in- 
terfere with the work load already planned in Navy Yards. 

The USS Memphis, which has been on the West Coast during the Fleet con- 
centration, will resume her former station as flagship of the Special Service 
Squadron and will sail from San Pedro on May 28 arriving at the Canal Zone June 5.

Mr. Collins’ Attitude—Permeating the hearings on the War Department appropri- 
ation bill is the attitude of the chairman of the sub-committee, Representative 
Collins, of Meridian, Miss. 

Characteristic of his attitude is the following dialogue between him and Lt. 
Col. W. T. MacMillan, who was trying to tell the committee the difference between 
combat officers and officers in the services of the Reserve Corps: 

Mr. Collins: “They consist of chaplains?” 

Colonel MacMillan: “And Quartermasters.” 

Mr .Collins: “And newspaper men?” 

Colonel MacMillan: “And Ordnance and Medical officers.” 

Mr. Collins: “And Veterinarians:” 

Colonel MacMillan: “Sanitary, ordnance and supply officers.” 

»Mr. Collins: “And military police?’ 

Colonel MacMillan: “Yes, sir; and chemieal warfare service officers.” 

Mr. Collins: “And propagandists?” 

Mr. Collins referred to Regular Army officers detailed as instructors with 
organized reserves as “Disciples, preaching the doctrine to civilians,” and to 
Organized Reserve meetings as “soviets.” 

Maj. Gen. Charles H. Bridges, in explaining the system of commissioning 
specialists in the reserve, had the following exchange with Mr. Collins:

General Bridges: “As industrial specialists?” 


Mr. Collins: “As specialists.”

New Oxygen Equipment for Airplanes—Development of a radically different type 
of oxygen breathing equipment from that now in use is announced by the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, Navy Department. Concluding long experimentation, the equip 
ment has passed through the design stage and it is expected that within a few 
months several sets will be ready for service tests, it is said. 

Announcing the development of the new type oxygen apparatus, the Bureau 
of Aeronautics gave out the following facts regarding it: 

“The new equipment will consume less storage space, weigh less than the pres- 
ent equipment and in general will be more efficietn for the intended use. If neces 
sary, the present size cylinders could be used in conjunction therewith, which 
arrangement would provide a supply of oxygen which is estimated would be 
between two and three times more than is now available. It is expected that the 
need for this additional amount of oxygen would be rare and that a smaller size 
container would provide an ample supply. It is on this basis that the saving of 
weight and space heretofore mentioned would result. 


“The system now under consideration operates in principle similarly to the 
submarine ‘lung’ designed for use in escaping from disabled submarines. It differs 
from the present aviator’s breathing oxygen apparatus in that the oxygen is re 
breathed through a closed system in contrast to the present arrangement wherein 
the oxygen exhaled is no longer available for use. Thorough tests have proven 
conclusively that it is possible to save a tremendous amount of exhaled oxygen by 
passing it through a purification system and then rebreathing it.”

Pay of the Army Deficiency—Hearings were held on Thursday of this week by the 
House Appropriations committee on the much-discussed supplemental estimate for 
the pay of the Army for the current fiscal year. It will be recalled last Fall when 
deficiency estimates were submitted for pay of the Army, Chairman Byrns became 
quite ired when he learned that there would probably be a deficiency in that item 
this year. There was a sharp exchange of correspondence between the Appropria- 
tions chairman and the Secretary of War, the former claiming that the personnel 
should have been so limited as to come within the appropriation, while the latter 
contended that the Army is bound by the numerical strength specified in the 
Appropriations bill and not by the amount appropriated. 

Col. J. Clawson Roop, director of the Bureau of the Budget, explained in 
submitting the present supplemental estimate of $1,900,000 for pay of the Army that 
“The War Department advises that, while it was originally expected that $800,000 
would be derived from the purchase of their discharges by enlisted men of the 
Army, because of economic conditions, the revenue to be derived from this source 
will amount to only about $285,000, resulting in a loss of $515,000; that an unpre- 
cedented number of reenlistments has required the payment of bonuses to the 
extent of $391,875 in excess of the original estimate; that the large increase in 
reenlistments of trained soldiers has resulted in an increase of $100,000 in extra 
pay for qualification in arms, and in longevity pay of $195,759; that a loss of 
approximately $500,000 was experienced in estimated savings from anticipated 
lapses due to delays in reenlistments, soldiers absent without leave, and soldiers 
in a nonduty status because of sickness not acquired in line of duty; and that 
finally, an increase of $471,338 has been necessury in payments of allowances for 
quarters, occasioned by the necessary removal of temporary quarters to make way 
for permanent construction under the Army housing program. To offset these 
increases, totaling $2,173,972 savings were effected in other items pertaining to pay 
of the Army, amounting to $273,972, leaving a net deficit of $1,900,000. 

“While the appropriation for 1932 contemplated an average enlisted strength 
of 118,750, I am advised by the War Department that the actual strength will be 
about 117,200.” 


Chairman McSwain’s Plans to Limit Retirements—No little speculation has been 
aroused by Representative McSwain’s introduction of a bill to limit Army retire- 
ments. His bill, which has been referred to the Military Committee of which he 
is chairman, provides: 

That no officer of the United States Army shall be retired until his arrival at the age 
of sixty-four years, unless previously retired upon due examination and investigation on 
account of mental or physical disabilities incurred in line of duty and rendering him unfit 
for any military service, and no officer shall be retired in any grade or rank other than the 
grade or rank in which he is permanently commissioned, and no officer who, while holding 
the temporary rank of general as chief of staff, or as major general while chief of any 
branch or chief of any service, corps, bureau, or division, shall be entitled to retire with 
the rank, pay, and emoluments of the temporary rank that he may be holding, but only 
with the rank, pay, and emoluments of his permanent commission, and the right to amend 
or repeal the privilege of retirement is hereby expressly reserved. 

Apparently the object of the bill is to prevent the chief of staff and the chiefs 
of the Arms and Services from retiring with the rank of major general which 
they hold temporarily by virtue of their rank. Such action would deprive officers 
of the services, whose chances of being made generals of the line are remote under 
current conditions, ever from attaining the peak of their chosen profession, except 
durinng their actual tenure of office. 

There is a disposition to believe in many quarters that Mr. McSwain’s bill by 
doing away with 30 year retirements may be planned to stimulate voluntary retire- 
ments under the proposed Army reduction plan.

The Small Savings in Army Reduction—Compared with the infinitesimal loss to 
national security the money savings represented to the government by the proposed 
elimination of 2,000 officers is woefully small. 

As to the smallness of the savings to be made we have no less an authority 
than the chairman of the appropriations committee—Representative Byrns. Mr. 
Byrns on May 23 protested against a statement that the War Department appro- 
priation bill as it passed the House “carries only one substantial cut in expendi- 
tures and that strikes at the very heart of national security.” 

“Notwithstanding additions of nearly $6,000,000 made on the floor of the 
House,” Chairman Byrns declared, “the War Department appropriation bill carried 
a reduction of over $18,000,000 as it left the House, and these reductions were 
made in the matter of supplies and other expenditures not relating to the per- 
sonnel. The reduction in officer personnel saved only $4,000,000.”

Fire Control Apparatus for Field Artillery—The 50 cm base range finder recently 
purchased by the War Department is on exhibition at Ft. Meade, where all’ inter- 
ested parties will be afforded an opportunity to use or test the device in actual 
work. The instrument is light, small in bulk, easily used and easily kept in adjust- 
ment and has possibilities for Infantry or Tank work. There are no moving parts 
for ranging purposes, the stereo range scale being fixed in the field of view. 

Preliminary tests are under way of a newly produced field glass put out by 
Bausch and Lomb. It is an eight power instrument, with large objectives 56 mm 
in dameter, but is light in weight compared to similar types of foreign manufac- 
tured glasses. 

Assembly sheets or drawings of standard fire control instruments are being 
made by Frankford Arsenal so as to serve a dual purpose, being used in the manu- 
facture of the article and also as illustration sheets for standard nomenclature 
lists. It will be noted that all lettering is done with lettering guides and that all 
views are enlarged, making for real clearness in any form of reproduction, even 
when greatly reduced in scale. Samples may be seen in any of the later issue fire 
control standard nomenclature lists.

Test Tank Types—Tank enthusiasts are looking forward to reports on a series of 
mechanical tests and tactical field problems, conducted this week at Ft. Benning, 
involving two tank companies, each of which is equipped with different types of 
this formidable infantry weapon. 

Company F 2nd Tank Battalion, under command of Capt. Walter Bigbee, began 
a 150-mile road test of two Christie tanks, the army’s newest and fastest tank. The 
tests are to be conducted on the highways north of Columbus and while engaged 
in the road test the tanks, which are styled “convertible types,” will run on wheels, 
the tracks which generally are used for cross-country travelling, being removed. 
In addition to the tanks and their operating crews, a servicing truck carrying a 
small force of mechanics will accompany the testing detail. 

Company F ist Tank Regiment, under command of Capt. Arthur Blaine, 
departed from the main post early Monday morning for a three-day series of tank 
tactical problems, which will be held in the maneuver area of the reservation. 
Five light tanks will be engaged in the exercises. The company will be encamped 
at Harp’s Pond Monday evening. On Tuesday it will be engaged in an attack upon 
a defensive position on Turner's Hill, and in several other small tactical problems.

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Baltic Dinner 


Fifteen years ago, on the morning of 
May 28, 1917, a group of Army Officers, 
soldiers, clerks, and civilians was un- 
ostentatiously assembling at Governurs 
Island, New York. One of these was 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces, John J. 
Pershing, and the others selected per- 
sonnel which was to accompany him to 
France. Shortly after noon this van- 
guard of the A.E.F. boarded a govern. 
ment tender, which quietly slipped down 
New York harbor and two hours later 
nosed up to the side of the S. S. Baltic, 
of the White Star Line, at anchor in 
Gravesend Bay. The Baltic had left her 
pier some hours earlier and here was 
waiting secretly to take aboard her 
military passengers. Despite a rough 
sea the transfer was quickly made and 
the Baltic steamed out into the fog of 
the Atlantic on what her commander, 
Captain Finch, later reported was one 
of the worst trips of the whole period 
of the war. 

Out of these events grew The Baltic 
Society, organized on May 28, 1925, to 
promote the association .of those who 
constituted the Headquarters of the 
American Expenditionary Forces on that 
memorable voyage.

Advanced Retired Rank 


(The following statement was pre- 
pared by Senator Morris Sheppard, of 
Texas, after the War Department sub- 
mitted an adverse report on his bill, 
$.3415, for advanced rank for retired 
officers.) : 

The War Department report on 8.3415 
states: 

S. 3415, like numerous other bills of the 
same general character, would confer ad- 
vanced rank upon retired officers with war 
service without differentiation as to its length 
or character. The War Department appre- 
ciates the value of the service which these 
officers have rendered to the nation in times 
of emergency, but cannot recommend the 
bestowal of such a broad and indiscriminate 
award which is so all inclusive as to carry 
little distinction. The War Department fa- 
vored the legislation which was enacted as 
the Act of June 21, 1930, and which author- 
izes the advancement of officers to their 
World War rank upon retirement. That legis- 
lation is considered to constitute a proper 
and a sufficient recognition of actual service 
rendered in the World War, and its adoption 
is believed to render unnecessary, for the 
present at least, any further general provi- 
sions for advanced rank or retirement. 

For the reasons set forth above, the War 
Department recommends that S. 3415 be not 
favorably considered. 

Secretary of War. 


With reference to the above report on 
$.3415; this bill is intended to confer 
advanced rank upon officers with war 
service as they retire, without differen- 
tiation as to the length or the charac- 
ter of such war service. All service of 
officers on the active or retired lists 
must be assumed to have been honest 
and faithful. If such war service, in 
any case, was not honest and faithful, 
then it was the duty of the Department 
concerned to take immediate steps to 
eliminate any such officer from the ser- 
vice. This, undoubtedly, has been done 
and, unless the War Department can 
produce evidence to the contrary, the 
war service of every officer on the ac- 
tive or retired lists must be considered 
honorable service. The character of this 
service can not be questioned. 

It would be difficult to differentiate 
as to the length of war service to con- 
sider, if that were to be made an es- 
sential qualification. It was possible 
for ofticers to be appointed on Novem- 
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ber 9, 1918, and to perform acts of ex- 
traordinary service on the same day, 
and to have been so disabled in the per- 
formance of such acts that immediate re- 
tirement - would result. Should such 
cases be barred solely on account of an 
arbitrary length of service clause? Much 
discrimination would result and, already, 
there has been too much discrimination, 
due to the exigencies of the World War. 
This discrimination has been clearly es- 
tablished in the article published in the 
Army and Navy Journal, February 13, 
1932, and, the Army and Navy Register 
of February 20, 1932, in support of this 
bill. 


The War Department can not recom- 
mend the bestowal of such a “broad and 
indiscriminate” award, but the World 
War was rather “broad” and quite “in- 
discriminate,” these officers all served. It 
would seem much preferable to adopt 
the “broad and indiscriminate” policy 
of this bill than to perpetuate the dis- 
criminations of the World War, as has 
been done by the Act of June 21, 1930. 
The War Department favored that legis- 
lation, but, would not stopping there be 
to continue a narrow and a discriminate 
policy? 

As to such promotions being “so all 
inclusive as to carry little distinction,” 
it probably would appear in that light to 
those who have been so fortunate as to 
have attained a rank higher than that 
provided for in this bill. To the dis- 
abled captain who would become a 
major, or, the disabled major who would 
become a lieutenant colonel, ete., it 
would be a welcome recognition. 


The same article fully controverts the 
claim that the Act of June 21, 1930 con- 
stitutes a sufficient recognition of actual 
service rendered during the World War, 
if there is to be recognition of war serv- 
ice, and there has been for a compara- 
tively small group of officers. It is re- 
alized that an officer’s profession is that 
of war, he has been trained for that pro- 
fession in time of peace. When war 
comes he does not except to have ac- 
quired any right to any reward for such 
war service. However, when an honor- 
able active career is terminated and the 
officer is retired for age or in broken 
health from wounds or disability, it does 
seem a little abrupt merely to issue the 
cold formal order that ends his life work 
as though taking a worn out cog from 
the machine and placing it on the shelf. 


The War Department states: “Its 
adoption (Act of June 21, 1930) is be- 
lieved to render unnecessary, for the 
present at least, any further general 
provisions for advanced rank on retire- 
ment.” 


It is to be hoped that this is just an 
unfortunate phrasing, otherwise, it could 
only be construed as advocating a delay 
until so few were left that the award 
could no longer be considered “broad 
and indiscriminate.” But even the 
longevity policy would be discriminate. 
It would reward the younger officers and 
not the older officers who filled the posts 
of responsibility. 

Would it not be better to promote 
these officers as they retire and while 
they are alive to enjoy and appreciate 
this recognition than to notify their 
widows many years hence that their hus- 
bands were promoted as of the dates of 
their deaths? 


When the Act of June 21, 1930 was 
enacted, more than 500 widows were no- 
tified by the War and Navy Depart- 
ments that their husbands died captains 
instead of lieutenants; majors instead of 
captains. It is difficult to see the logic 
of such a policy. 


If there is to be a recognition of war 
service it should be without further de- 
lay and should include all officers with 
war service, and not a comparatively 
small group. This statement is not in- 
tended in any way to reflect on the 
quality of the service rendered by the 
officers promoted under the Act of June 
21, 1930. Their service was of the high- 
est type and the recognition was just, 
but the War Department official rec- 
ords, the annual Army Register, show 
that the service of other officers was 
equally as meritorious and that recogni- 
tion of the same would be equally as 
just. 
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Goodrich Trophy Training Test 


(The following is a brief outline of 
the Goodrich Trophy Training Test for 
Cavalry units and some of the training 
methods employed by the Commander of 
Troop “BE” 7th Cavalry, the winning 
troop for 1931.)

The general instructions for the 1931 
test provided that on August 15, 1931, 
the Commander of each Cavalry regi- 
ment and Detached Squadron would 
select, and report to the Chief of Cavalry, 
one rifle troop of his regiment as an 
entrant for the Goodrich Trophy Train- 
ing Test. The entrants to be selected in 
accordance with the following: 


That the troop selected has, on the 
date selection is made, the highest gen- 
eral average proficiency rating, for the 
period of the preceding nine months, in 
the following subjects considered as a 
whole: 
(a) Training as_ prescribed by 
Cavalry Memorandum No. 3, 
War Dept., 1921—Standards of 
Proficiency. 

(b) Use of rifle. pistol, sabre and 
machine rifle or Cavalry Air- 
Cooled Caliber 30 machine guns. 


(c) Combat firing. 
(d) Care and condition of animals 
and equipment. 


(e) Interior economy. 


It provided that the Cavalry Com- 
manders would select a period of ten 
ealendar days, during which the tests of 
the troop selected by him would be held. 
The periods designated to be between 
Sept. 1 and Dec. 30, 1931. 


Board Appointed 

It further proyided that a board of 
three Cavalry Officers of suitable experi- 
ence be appointed to conduct the test, to 
accompany the troops during all phases 
of the test and make individual notes of 
the delinquencies and deficiencies. These 
notes when compiled to be entered on the 
rating sheet. The test to consist of 
three phases illustrating the proficiency 
of the troops in mobility, dismounted at- 
tack and shock action. During the test 
the troops being tested would not use 
any individual, animal or equipment not 
regularly assigned or pertaining to the 
troop on Aug. 15 when the Cavalry Com- 
mander submits his report to the Chief 
of Cavalry. 

The board to prepare the prescribed 
problems in accordance with Detailed 
Instructions from the Chief of Cavalry. 
These instructions to be confidential. 

The boards examining the two troops 
from the 2nd Cavalry Brigade, together 
drew up the problems to be used by both 
units and no information as to the 
specific requirements or nature of the 
problems could be obtained prior to the 
test. 

It was squarely up to the Troop Com- 
mander to decide just what further 
training or development his troop needed 
to meet the requirements of the test. 

A very comprehensive analysis of the 
training chart for the current year was 
undertaken, together with a thorough 
analysis of the efficiency of the troop as 
regards the many phases of its training, 
and the condition of its horses. There 
could be no changing of personnel or 
animals. The troop was required to 
undertake this test with what if had. 

Study of troop training showed that 
particular attention was necessary for 
marching, gaiting and conditioning of 
animals. The operations that could be 
required of a troop acting independently, 
cut down to a certain extent the tactical 
Situations that would have to be re- 
viewed. Reconnaisance — counterrecon- 
haisance—security for itself and larger 
bodies—both on the march and as out- 
post together with combat, were selected 
and stressed. From the beginning of the 
training exactness in all details was de- 
manded. 


The Preparation 


_The regiment was at the Dona Ana 
New Mexico Target Range during the 
month of August. The early part of 


September was devoted to qualification 
with pistol and Sabre and

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pistol firing. The troop was not desig- 
nated as the Goodrich troop until Sept. 
15 when the results of the target season 
were reviewed. 

The latter part of September was de- 
voted to regimental Tactical training. 
This with the pistol and sabre work 
eliminated the month of September from 
the period allotted the troop for its 
training for the Goodrich test. The time 
however was well spent as the use of 
both weapons entered into the test. 

A study of the conditions of the tests 
of previous years showed that a 50 mile 
march and combat firing were to be ex- 
pected. In order to complete a 50 mile 
march with the minimum of fatigue it 
would be necessary that part of the 
march be made during the hours of 
darkness. From this it was concluded 
that marching and camping at night 
was necessary. 

Several short night marches and one 
longer one of about 35 miles were made. 
From these it was found that the most 
efficient methods of camping and break- 
ing camp during darkness was by group- 
ings of not more than a squad. Several 
methods of camping were tried, but the 
one causing the least confusion at night 
was by squads. The camp was developed 
around the troop kitchen, the two rifle 
platoons placed on opposite sides, the 
Machine Gun Platoon and Troop Head- 
quarters on the other two. The horses 
were circled by squads using the halter 
shanks which gave them plenty of 
freedom to eat and lie down. The men 
bivouaced with their equipment im- 
mediately in rear of their horses. One 
man from each squad acted as horse 
guard. Where possible the horses were 
circled around a clump of bushes, these 
bushes served to keep the hay off the 
sand and prevented horses from becom- 
ing tangled. 

During all preparation the ration, 
kitchen, water and picket line packs were 
used exclusively. Meals were frequently 
served in the field to accustom the cooks 
in the preparation, and the men in the 
order of serving. Not knowing the re- 
quirement of the test the troop wagon 
transportation was prepared for the test, 
but its use did not enter into the con- 
ditions. 

The problem of the troop mounts was 
the most difficult one of the test. The 
horses of the troop were generally good 
and well conditioned, but about fifteen 
old and unserviceable horses were a 
handicap. Thirteen of the horses used 
on the test were eliminated by I & I 
report within 90 days of the completion 
of the test. 68 troopers mounts, 2 private 





mounts, 6 pack and 4 lead horses were 








used on the test. Two of the best horses 
in the troop were assigned to Field Of- 
ficers and were not available for the 
test. 

Defense against hostile aviation and 
armored cars, both on the march and in 
camp was thoroughly worked out. On 
November 26, the day before the test 
commenced, a careful examination of 
public and private animals was made by 
members of the board and a veterinarian. 
A record of peculiarities of gait, of all 
puffs or sores and of any indication of 
poor physical condition was made. 


The Test 

Early in the morning of Nov. 27 a 
warning order was given the Troop 
Commander stating that the troop would 
be held in readiness for field service 
after 11:30 A. M. No horses were to be 
saddled until definite instructions from 
the board were received. Equipment A 
(less ammunition and equipment pre- 
scribed for wagon transportation) was 
to be carried. All members of the troop 
were restricted to equipment carried on 
their mount and authorized pack horse 
except that their rations, fuel, forage 
and one extra blanket per man would 
be spotted by the board. The pack cook- 
ing outfit was the only cooking outfit 
authorized to be taken or used on the 
march. Three rounds of 45 ealibre ball 
ammunition was issued to each man in 
rifle platoons prior to the march. 

Shortly after 11:30 A. M. on the 27 
the Troop Commander was given an 
order from the Regimental Commander ; 
to march without delay via Tobin Ranch 
—Hitts Ranch, on the Dona Ana Target 
Range, 28 miles north of Fort Bliss, to 
locate and destroy hostile raiding 
parties. Rate of march 6 miles per 
hour. Pursuant to this order the troop 
moved out taking suitable formation as 
soon as the Post was cleared. Rate of 
march for the ist hour 5.2 miles, 2nd 
hour 6.3 miles, 3rd hour 6.3 miles, 4th 
hour 6.1 miles. 

After 22 miles had been completed a 
dropped message from an airplane was 
received stating: “Water supply at 
Target Range was destroyed by raiding 
parties; only water in vicinity about 2 
miles ahead; present location of raiders 
unknown; Regimental Commander di- 
rects that you bivouac for the night at 
location of water supply; Red Airplanes 
have been observed.” 

The troop went into bivouac at the 
location indicated under cover of a 
march outpost. An outpost was estab- 
lished on a ridge about a thousand yards 
to the north and west of the bivouac. 
The march outpost remained in position 
while the troops who were to constitute 
the outpost for the night cared for their 
horses and messed. The outpost was in 
position about 45 minutes before dark- 
ness. 

At 3:50 A. M. Nov. 28 the Troop Com- 
mander was awakened and a communica- 
tion from the Regimental Commander 
was received which stated: “You will 
return without delay to Fort Bliss and 
rejoin the regiment. Rate of march 5 
miles per hour.” 

Call to Arms was immediately sounded 
and by the time the horses were fed and 
the rolls made breakfast was ready. A 
lunch had been provided during the night 
for each man and was given to him at 
this time. While the troop watered and 
formed the kitchen had been dismantled, 
equipment packed and camp policed. 

The troop marched from its camp to 
return to Ft. Bliss at 4:32 A. M., just 
exactly 42 minutes after the order to 
rejoin the regiment was received. The 
first two hours of the march back to Ft. 
Bliss were accomplished in darkness. As 
the troops arrived at the north edge of 
the Reservation, it received a change of 
orders instructing it to locate, and drive 
back a hostile troop reported 2%4 miles 
to the northeast. 

Suitable approach formation was 
taken, and reconnaisance developed an 
enemy situation which called for com- 
bined attack by the troop. The Machine 
Gun Platoon, taking advantage of the 
terrain, went into position 500 yards 
from the represented enemy to support 
the attack of the two mounted platoons. 
One rifle platoon made a mounted pistol 
attack in squad waves against a line of 
silhouette kneeling targets with ball 

‘ 
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ammunition. The other rifle platoon 
representing the support made a mounted 
sabre attack in squad waves against 24 
sabre heads arranged to represent an 
enemy platoon during the melee. Hach 
wave was required to gallop completely 
through, not slackening pace to engage 
any head. All sabre heads were covered 
with a strong manila bag to facilitate 
checking hits. Upon the completion of 
the attack the troop was assembled and 
formed and marched to Ft. Bliss to re- 
join the regiment. 

The following morning of November 
29 before 8:30 A. M. the Board and 
Veterinarian made an examination of the 
animals which participated in the test. 
No lamness, puffs, sores or other injuries 
were noted and all animals were fit to 
continue further field service. 

In conclusion it is believed that any 
troop of the 2nd Cavalry Brigade should 
with the constant training received, be 
able to make a creditable showing in a 
test of this nature, with only a short 
preliminary training period for the con- 
ditioning of animals. 





Machine Guns in Rifle Squads 


To determine the advisability of add- 
ing light machine guns to the present 
equipment of rifle companies in infantry 
regiments of the Army will be the ob- 
ject of a series of tests to be made by 
the 34th Infantry at Ft. George G. 
Meade, Md., this year, according to in- 
structions received at Third Corps Area 
headquarters from the War Department. 


For the proposed tests six Browning 
light tank machine guns will be issued 
and will be carried on all field maneu- 
vers and tactical exercises during the 
ensuing months. A report is called for 
by Nov. 15. The guns are of the stand- 
ard .30 caliber as used in tanks, with 
certain modifications to permit greater 
ease in carrying, added protection for 
the sights, and shoes on the tripod legs 
to insure stability in firing. 

It is prescribed that one gun and 
equipment be issued to each section of 
either two or three squads, the machine 
gun squad to consist of one corporal, a 
gunner, assistant gunner and five am- 
munition carriers. All will carry rifles 
except the two gunners who will be 
armed with pistols in addition to carry- 
ing the machine guns. 

The ammunition will be carried in ex- 
pendable containers, containing eighty 
rounds each, provided with slings for 
ease in carrying by the various squad 
members, a total of 1,120 rounds to be 
issued to the squad. On the basis of a 
war strength organization the addition 
of these guns to all sections would ma- 
terially increase the present fire power 
of an infantry regiment. 

As now authorized, there are three 
machine gun companies (one in each 
battalion) of 12 guns each in the regi- 
ment, all of the heavy water cooled type, 
With the nine rifle companies equipped 
with the light machine guns, a total of 
54 additional guns of this type would 
be added. These light tank guns are air 
cooled, but fire the same ammunition as 
the rifle and heavy machine gun. 

Some of the questions for which the 
tests are designed to furnish at least a 
partial solution are: whether or not 
light machine guns *should. be included 
in the armament of infantry rifle com- 
panies; whether the present automatic 
rifle now issued on the basis of one per 
squad should be displaced entirely; and 
whether or not a squad equipped with 
this type of machine gun and its —. 
ment can keep up with the other 
units under conditions approximating 
those encountered in combat.

Addresses Ordnance Association 


Strongly opposing the recent efforts to 
combine the Army and Navy in one de- 
partment of National Defense, Gen. Pey- 
ton C. March, World War Chief of Staff 
of the Army, told members of the Army 
Ordnance Association that victory in 
war is always dependent upon decen- 
tralized operation and not concentration 
of authority. 

General March was the principal 
speaker at the spring meeting of the 
Washington Post of the Association at 
a meeting Tuesday, May 17, which Lt. 
Col. Earl McFarland presided. The for- 
mer Chief of Staff praised the progress 
made in the development of Army muni- 
tions and spoke enthusiastically of the 
present policy of utilizing commercial 
automotive vehicles for field artillery 
rather than produce special vehicles for 
the purpose. 

General March was introduced by Maj. 
Gen. C. C. Williams, ret., who was Chief 
of Ordnance from 1918 to 1930. Guests 
at the luncheon included the Assistant 
Secretary of War. Col. Frederick H. 
Payne; Assistant Secretary of War for 
Aeronautics, Hon. F. Trubee Davison; 
Maj. Gen. Samuel Hof, Chief of Ord- 
nance of the Army; and Hon. Swager 
Sherley, Chairman of the Appropriations 
Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives during the World War.

Hawaiian Government 


Neither the chief of staff of the Army 
nor the Chief of Naval operations favor 
the bill introduced in Congress providing 
that retired officers of the Army or Navy 
should be appointed to serve as governor 
and secretary of the Hawaiian Islands. 

General Douglas MacArthur, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, and Admiral William 
V. Pratt, Chief of Naval Operations, ap- 
pearing as witnesses May 23 before the 
House Committee on Territories, ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the present 
form of the bill (H. R. 12142), as in- 
troduced by Representative Britton, to 
place Hawaii under military control. The 
bill, Gen. MacArthur testified, apparently 
proposes to increase the military poten- 
tialities in the Islands by “a political 
change,” which, he said, would be of 
“little or no effect.” 

Admiral Pratt recommended a _ thor- 
ough study of the problem, and declared 
that he would not recommend the Dill 
in its present form. In time of peace, 
he said, it is better, in his judgment, to 
maintain law and order by cooperation 
rather than by force. 

Admiral Pratt told the Committee that 
before any legislation of this kind were 
enacted it would be advisable first that 
a thorough understanding and study be 
had “because it will affect not only the 
present but the future status of the 
Islands and will affect the relationship 
betwéen the United States and the 
Islands.” 

In case of an emergency, he told the 
Committee, the control of the military 
forces passes into the hands of the gen- 
eral in command at that time in the 
Islands, and there is nothing in this bill 
affecting that. 

“All the Navy wants is to tend to its 
own particular business,” he stated. 

General MacArthur, stating that as he 
understood the bill, it “apparently pro- 
poses to increase the military potentiali- 
ties in the Island by a political change,” 
Said that. believed the proposed change 
would be of little or no effect. He said 
the whole question is tied up in the 
larger question of national defense. 








Men Killed in Plane Crash 


Lt. Cdr. J. J. Ballentine, USN, com- 
manding the Torpedo and Bombing 
Squadron 2, attached to the USS Sara- 
toga, reported to the Department that 
two enlisted men were killed when a tor- 
pedo landplane of that squadron crashed 
in the water after a moderate dive three 
miles south of Coronado, Calif., at 11 a. 
m., Wednesday, May 25. The men killed 
were: Albert Thomas Meade, Aviation 
Pilot, 1st class; Donald Theodore Sur- 
ber, Aviation Pilot, 1st class. 

Dryden W. Hundley, Chief Aviation 
Pilot, USN, attached to the USS Wright, 
a passenger in the plane, jumped, land- 
ed in the water uninjured and was 
picked up by the Mexican fishing ves- 
sel San Joaquin. 


Disapprove War Time Rank Bill 


Secretary of War Hurley this week 
sent an adverse recommendation to Con- 
gress upon HR 8496, extending higher 
rank and pay to officers on the retired 
list of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
and Coast Guard for service in war. 

The bill provides that officers who 
served in the Spanish American and 
World Wars should receive one increase 
of rank when retired, or should receive 
the highest rank held by them during 
either war. 
would receive the benefit of the bill, 
when enacted. The increased pay of the 
higher rank would be allowed under a 
provision of the measure. 

“The War Department appreciates the 
value of the service which these officers 
rendered to the nation in times of 
emergency,” Secretary Hurley said in his 
letter to the House Military Affairs 
Committee, “but can not recommend the 
bestowal of such broad and indiscrimi- 
nate award which is so all inclusive as to 
earry little distinction.”

Admiral William Shepherd Benson, 
USN, Ret, who served as Chief of Naval 
Operations during the World War, died 
at his home, 2420 Tracy Place, Washing- 
ton, D. O., May 20. He is survived by 
his widow, Mrs. Mary A. Benson, his 
daughter, Mrs. Herman F. Krafft, of An- 
napolis, Md., and two sons, Comdr. How- 
ard H. J. Benson, USN, on duty at the 
Naval Academy, Annapolis, and Lt. 
Comdr. Francis W. Benson, USN, gun- 
nery officer of the USS TRENTON. 

Admiral Benson was born in Macon, 
Ga., Sept. 25, 1855, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy in 1872 from the 
4th Congressional District of Georgia. 
He commanded the USS ALBANY, cruis- 
er, in 1908 and was assigned as Chief of 
Staff, Pacific Fleet in July 1909. He was 
in command of the battleship USS MIS- 
SOURI, from May to October, 1910, 
when he was ordered to command the 
USS UTAH, battleship. In August, 1913, 
he reported for duty as Commandant, 
Navy Yard, Philadelphia, and as super- 
visor of the Third, Fourth and Fifth 
Naval Districts. 

Upon the creation of the office of Chief 
of Naval Operations, in May 1915, Ad- 
miral Benson, then holding the rank of 
captain, was appointed to that duty and 
in November 1915 was promoted to the 
permanent rank of real admiral. In Au- 
gust ‘1916, he was commissioned as ad- 
mira] and served as Chief of Naval Op- 
erations until relieved from active duty 
upon reaching the statutory retirement 
age of 64 years upon September 25, 1919. 

Admiral Benson served as a member 
of the commission appointed by Presi- 
dent Wilson to confer with the Allied 
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Births, Marriages and Deaths

Shipping Board 
and served in that capacity until 1928.

Capt. Marcellus H. P. Hagans, retired

(Continued from First Page) 
studies reveal, would necessitate the 
withdrawal of 229—exactly 50 per cent— 
of the Regular Army officers on duty 
with the National Guard. It would take 
227, or 50 per cent, of the Regular Army 
officers from duty with the Organized 
Reserve, while the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps would lose 308 regular 
officers. Thus the very form of training 
which the Congressmen voted to preserve 
would be bound to suffer. 

In addition, a 2,000 officer cut would 
mean the withdrawal of 336 officers from 
foreign garrisons—a loss of most vital 
moment to the defense plans. It would 
further mean the reduction of instructors 
at service schools by 88 officers, the re- 
duction of students at Special Service 
Schools, except flying schools, by 414; of 
students at General service schools by 
157; of instructors at West Point by 38, 
and of officers on recruiting duty by 42. 

With the facts before it and the grow- 
ing expression of public demand making 
itself heard, it will be hard for the Con- 
gress consistently to insist on carrying 
out the destructive provisions of the bill.

Financial Digest 


Signs of greater interest in the oil 
shares may be explained by the more 
optimistic statements that have been 
coming from leaders in the industry to 
the general effect that the oil business is 
passing from the red into the black and 
that, barring dislocation of production 
and consumption relationship, a contin- 
gency which, it would seem, oil adminis- 
trators can avoid, integrated companies 
should be able to make a profit in 1932, 

Some months ago it was estimated by 
authoritative sources that consumption 
of gasoline this year would probably be 
about 4% below the 1931 total. Judging 
by general conditions and by the experi- 
ences of other leading industries such a 
small decline would be little short of re- 
markable and would testify to the essen- 
tial soundness and stability of the indus- 
try. A few days ago, in his remarks to 
stockholders of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, W. C. Teagle men- 
tioned the fact that losses of the oil com- 
panies. in 1931 were not altogether due 
to the depression, and pointed out that 
uneconomic practices within the industry 
itself were also responsible. The cycle 
of flush production, which later devel- 
oped into an almost uncontrolled situa- 
tion, began for the oil industry before 
the start of the general decline in indus- 
trial profits and the international defla- 
tion in prices. 

While perhaps general conditions are 
such as to work effectively against a 
large advance in the oil shares, it would 
seem, in view of news from the industry, 
that shares of the integrated companies 
are in a position to respond moderately 
to a continuance of favorable develop- 
ments. 





Travel Allowances 


Pending the publication of changes in 
AR 30-920 (Quartermaster Corps— 
Transportation of Individuals), Oct. 23, 
1930, paragraph 5h (2) of those regula- 
tions has been changed as follows, effec- 
tive May 20, 1982: 

“(2) In an actual expense or per diem 
status.—Whenever an officer traveling in 
an actual expense or per diem status 
desires transportation via a circuitous 
route for his own convenience, he may be 
furnished transportation as desired if 
his orders authorize leave of absence or 
delay enroute, upon payment of the ex- 
cess cost involved to the quartermaster 
furnishing the transportation. The ez- 
cess cost involwed will be the difference 
between the net cost to the Government 
of transportation over the official route 
and the commercial cost of ,transporta- 
tion furnished. This payment is in addi- 
tion to the deposit for any stop-overs 
enroute.”
